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An ANSWER to a Pamphlet, Intitu- 
led, The Groans of the Plantations, &C. 


Feting with a Gentleman a little before the 
late Recels of the Parliament, who told me 
that a certain Pamphlet called, The Groans of 


the Plantations, &c. had obtained on divers 
Parliament Men, inſomuch that there {eem'd to be ſome 
Inclination to take off the late Impoſition on Sugars ; I 
thought it might be worth my while to ſee what mightbe 
offer d on that SubjeQ, ſo contrary to the Notions I had 
entertain'd thereof. 

But truly when I came to read it over, I found ſo lit- 
tle weight of Argument in it, that it appear'd to me -» 
ſcarcely worth Obſervation ; yet conſidering that the noiſe 9 
ſuch an Out-cry, obtaining on Perſons not rightly un- 
derſtanding Trade, might perhaps produce ſome Reſult 
prejudicial to Their Majeſties and the Nations preſenr 
Intereſt ; tor every one muſt allow this to be a very ill 
Time to take off any Part of the'(ettled Revenue that 
may be born, whenthe Parliaments have difficulty enough 
to find ways of raiſing Money ſuitable to the Exigencies 
of the preſent Times. 

I ſay, on that Conſideration, I thought I might do 
ſome Service to the Publick, by ſhewing the Inyalidity 
and Nothingneſsof that Pamphlet ; but perhaps more, by

taking this Occaſi 10n, to Mb to the Government a Me- 
thod for the Regularing the Cuſtoms, by which both 
Their Majeſties Intereſt, and the Publick Good may. be 
more Adyanc'd. 

Ta came on then to my Buſ! W4 I (hall firſt Addreſs 
my ſelf co'the Anthor, to tell him, thar being altoge- 
ther unknown to me, I muſt confels in the firſt Deſfp ten of 
this Anſwer, I had taken the Liberty to be ſumewhar Sa- 
tyrical upon bim ,where occaſion was adminiſtered : Buthe- 
mg {ince mform' &thathe isa Perſon of Quality and Worth, 
1 have retrench'd that, and am reſolv'd to carry my ſelf 
with all the Defercnce and Reſpe@ towards him that the 
Matter will bear ; yet I muſt needs fay that I think it a 
great Overſight # m a Peron of his Character, to expoſe 
| binfelf ſo much in Matters wherein he is ſo ſhort of has 
ving a- righe Underſtanding, almoſt the whole Body of 
his Diſcourſe being ſubject to Exception and Contradiction : 
ſo that it feems to me as if he had receiv'd thoſe Notions, 
and been impos'd upon by fome diſingenious Perſon, of 
whom he might have too great an Opinion. Bur as I 
haye undertaken to. write an Anſwer, I cannot well ex- 
cuſe (and therefore I muft beg his Pardon for this once 
to-tell the World, that the whole Piece 1s Cone dprin- 
cipally of falacious Arguments, untrue Suggeſtions, un- 
fair Reaſoning, drawing erroneons Conſequences from 
falſe Premiſes; andim ſhort, a halling im by the Head and 
Shoulders of al} rhe Arguments that conld be thought on, 
and forcing them True or Falſe, Right or Wrong, to 
ſand for his Purpoſe. 

"Yet 1 wilt allow that the Gentleman hath great deal 


of Reaſon on his ſide. whey he Complains againft the 
laſt 
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laſt Impoſition on Sugars, as a matter which ( 

'ewas through the Milinanapement)) prov'd a great Lol 
and' Injury to the Plantations; and I will not doubt but 
that himſelf may have been a Sufferer thereby ; and yet 
though Loſers may haveleave to ſpeak, they ought how- - 
ever to ſpeak Realon and Truth, and not ſtrain Matters 
fo mach beyond the Staple. Ithink he had littte Reaſon 
to Complain ſo much againſt the firſt Daties on' Sugars; 
bur ſince he laysfo great a Streſs vpon it, T muſt be obliged 
to trace him mm that Argument. 

He begins then to tell us, that the Duty of 18 4. per 
Hundred on Supars, was in a mgher Proportion than ©- 
thers, and above the common Poundage ; ( but I wonder 
the Gentleman ſhonld forget that Muſcovado Sugars were 
fold for above 40 s. per Hundred im thoſe Dare) to this 
he'adds the Four and half per Hundred (which he can't 
deny, but was grven by an A of their own Counct], 
though he ſuggeſts that *rwas extorted from them ) to 
make up 2 5. per Hundred ro be the Duty which Supats 
muſt pay at Home and Abroad : And he rells ns that *tis the 
Poor Planters dv bear the whole Barden of theſe Duries, 
| and that ir appears to be 1s a Land Tax of 4.5. m the 

Pound lying npon the Planter. es +4 

Bur then he tells ye chat this is nor a trne Reckoning, 
and proceeds to make ir ou, that theſe Supacs will yield 
of clear Profit, at moſt, bur 6 x. per Hundred, andthen 
the Dunes draw 2 #. bnt of 6, and are 43 i Land Tax 
of a Noble in the Pound. OE 

Nay he ſays farther, Thar if the Sngars. yield but 2 2 5. 
the Duty Swallows up the whole Profit 3, and if it yields 
but'20 5. the Planter Pays the whole Duty out 'of his 
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Pocket, andiſo muſt live by the Loſs 3 but he lays down as 
a Truth, that the Profit of a Muſcovado Hundred is 5 s, for, 
ſays he, the Cask, Freight, and other Charge of Tran(- 
portation, comes to 1o FS. and 10s. it ceſts the Planter, 
and it muſt beſold for 25 s. which is a full Price to clear 
5s Ss. for a Muſcovado Hundred. 

I wonder that this Gentleman ſhould no better under- 
ſtand-the Management of that Trade; for every one that 
hath been acquainted with the Importing Sugars, knows 
that the common Price of ordinary Mulcovado Sugars hath 
for many Years been 105. per hundred, (ſometimes lower) 
but ſo much it coſt the Merchant, not the Planter, as he 
doth unfairly infinuate ; and it's true what he ſays, that 
the Charge of Importation (in which the Duties and al- 
fo loſs of Weight was included ) hath uſually been com- 
puted at 10 s. more; and yet if ſuch Sugars would reach 
20 s, per Hundred in England ( finer Sugar that coſt 
more, yielding more proportionably ) the Merchanr 
was not wont to complain, becauſe he valued his Profit 
on the Sale of his Goods ſent out : But herein lies the 
Falacy, that the Planter muſt be thought the Merchant, 
where there's little or no Gains; but he doth not ſo much 
as mention him in his Returns from England, from whence 
the Profit ariſes; neither will he tell ye (though it be 
True) that in this way of Trade, when the Planter turns. 
Merchant, he ſaves 12 to 15 s. per Hundred of what the 
Exgliſb Merchant muſt pay to his Factor there for 
Commiſſions and other Perquilits. 

But the Price he talks of of 25 s. per Hundred for Muſ- 
covado's, net improv'd by Straining, Sundrying, or the 
ke, hath not been heard of late years ( unleſs. in

time of War, or - ſome extraordinary ' Emergency )-'I

9d. that was then ſav'd 
in Refining One hundred of Retin'd Sugar: in » Barbadoes, 
by Anticipating fo much Charge that muſt be-contrated 
upon it before it comes into the Sugar-bakers:Hands here, 
which wants but 3 d. to make up the 1 2'5. which the laſt 
Additional Duty reduc'd them to pay. 

At that time then they could afford their Fine Sugars 
in England about 7 s. and ſhip them for Foreign Mars- 
kets about 9 s. 6 { per Hundred cheaper than our Eng- 
liſh Refiners, which certainly gave them too great an Ad- 
vantage, and did roo much Diſcourage our Home Trade. 
And now 'ſince, this Taſt Impoſt of 7 s. more on Whites, 
and 2 s. 4 d. on Brown, they had 5 s. 10d. per: Hundred 
at the home Market, and 15 Ss. per Hundred on ſhipping 
off, more Advantage rhan our Refiners. All- which being 
confidered;, How imprudenr is it in this Gentleman, - to 
make fo 'great 'a Complaint of Oppreflion, - in a Matter 
wherein they were ſo much favoured beyohd the Fraders 
of England, and which (if it ſhould-to- continue) they 


might improve to their great' Advantage ?

ſent ' many [Hundreds of Tuns of Raw Sugars to the 
Streights face that Day, though we never could attain to 
a-current ſettled Trade that way, becauſe the Portugues, 
Vye-with us, and underdo us therein; and its pity this 
Gentleman had not Convers'd with fome Perſon that un- 
derſtood-better, 'before: he had prefum'd to Publiſh theſe

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- 'But I have yet better News to. tell thoſe that ' have a 
concern for the Plantations, than this Gentlemag would 
let them know ; for though this Alteration of. the Trade, 
and damming up the Current of Sale for a while, did cauſe 
a conſiderable Fall upon Sugars , and thereby Pinch'd 
the Merchant firſt, and the Planter ater, tor the. firſt 
Year, or two; yet when the Dutch came to. find their 
Advantages in the Trade, they tetch'd our Raw Sugars a+ 
way faſt enough; and when we found {o quicka Trade, 
we. had the Opportunity by degrees to raiſe them again; 
and atcordingly we ſent as briskly.to the Weſt-Ingzes, 
where, by the lame Conſequence that they tell there, be- 
cauſe they. firſt tell in Excond ; {o now as they firdt rule 
in England, they came to riſcagain in the Plantatiogs, and 
the Trade is come again into its old Courle (as/to. Raw 
Sugars) and for abeve a Twelve month paſt, hath been 
more. profitable than it had beea for ſeveral years before; 
in which tune 'twas milerably beaten down on the Mer- 
chant, and the Planters were eſteem to baye the great- 
elt Advantage of the Trade, oftentimes Buying what 
Goods we brought them, and Selling us their Product 
even at their own Prices, the, Trade of. the Iſlands being 
{ſo much over-done in Favour of the Planter, 

Now then it appears, that this Gentleman is come tog- 
late with his Groans, when others have forgotten the 
Pain ; for now the Trade is fo well reverted in their Fa- 
vour, that the Planters fell their Sugars, 4or ,as' much as 


they did before the. Impofition; which Demonſration 


of Experience, evea'in that. very; Subje& , which | he | had 
undertaken for his Argument, doth-fufficiently diſcoyer,, 
that the Gentleman had no right Notipn of, thele Mat- 
ters; and this plain Fa@&, That Sugars are aGually riſen

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m'the Plantations, - notwithſtanding the continuance of the 
Impoſition, doth contradid all his Arguments, and ſhew 
that the Planter isnot at this day injur'd by the Duties laid 
on Sugars. The only Injury that remains is to us at home, by 
Loſing the Trade of Exporting Sugars Refin'd in England.
